Again when Attorneys purford, De- 


veiaux and Campbell appeared before 
Judge Cotteral and asked that an in- 
junction be granted restraining th* 
election board from printing 
the 


Grandfather Clause on the 
iballo*, 


they made no charge that white or 
Indian^ voters would be deprived of 
the privilege of suffrage They knew 
they were addressing an Intelligent 
court They submitted as their argu- 
ment the sworn allegation that the 
proposed amendment 'Is a discrimi- 
nation against the negro, in that he 
alone of all races is disfranchised by 
its provisions "

Inspector Dew is aboard the steam- 


er Laurentic, which left Liverpool last 
Saturday, and is due at Montreal on 
July 30 That is the date also of the 
arrival of the Montrose, but the Scot- 
land Yard officials are hopeful that 
the inspector will reach Rimouskl in 
time to arrest the fugitives 


According to one 'dispatch 
from
